ALEXANDER MACMILLAN. 


ALEXANDER MACMILLAN, the younger of the 
two brothers who established the publishing 
house of Macmillan & Co., died January 25 at 
his home, Bramshott Chase, in Hampshire, 
half-way between Liphook and Haslemere. 
He was born in Irvine in 1818, and was five 
years younger than his brother Daniel. His 
father was a peasant farmer, who, two or three 
generations before the birth of Daniel, had 
emigrated from the opposite coast of Argyll- 
shire to upper Corrie, in the Isle of Arran. 
Three years after the birth of Daniel the father 
moved to the small town of Irvine, near the 
coast on the opposite mainland. There he 
earned a living as a small farmer for seven 
years, when he died from overwork and ex- 
posure, leaving his wife, four sons, and eight 
daughters. 

There are references in letters of the two 
brothers which show how barren was their 
. early life. Even while the father was alive, 
good and abundant food was not always in the 
household. When the mother was left to care 
for her family the conditions were even worse. 
Yet the brave Scotch mother so trained her 
family that they all showed a decided prefer- 
ence for books, and became either school-teach- 
ers or clerks in book-stores. Some of their 
learning was acquired in the public schools, 
more from their mother. 

According to the ‘‘Memoir of Daniel Mac- 
millan,” by the author of ‘‘Tom Brown’s 
School-Days” — Thomas Hughes —a pathetic 
prose-idyl, and one of the best bits of biogra- 
phy in the English language, Daniel, on Janu- 
ary 1, 1824, bound himself to Maxwell Dick, 


bookseller and bookbinder of Irvine, ‘‘ to serve 
him faithfully for seven years for the wage of 
Is. 6d. a week for the first year, with a rise of 
Is. a week for each of the remaining six years,” 
After serving his apprenticeship Daniel decided 
to accept a Cambridge situation at a salary of 
4£30a year. In 1837 he went to London, where 
he obtained a situation with Seeley & Co. 

Alexander, after some experience of seafar- 
ing life, and as a doctor’s assistant and a vil- 
lage school-master, at the suggestion of his 
elder brother went to London in 1839, and also 
obtained a situation with the Seeleys. 

In February, 1843, without capital, but aided 
by good friends, the brothers rented a shop at 
57 Aldersgate Street, London, where the first 
book of D. & A. Macmillan—Craigie’s ‘‘ Phi- 
losophy of Training ’’—was published the same 
year. As’ Alexander’s salary was less than 
that of his brother, it was thought safer to let 
him manage the concern while Daniel kept at 
work watching for a more favorable oppor- 
tunity to venture into business at his own risk. 

In the summer of 1843, with the assistance of 
Archdeacon Hare, Daniel purchased Newby’s 
business at 17 Trinity Street, Cambridge, in- 
tending to carry it on in conjunction with his 
brother Alexander, who was to remain in Lon- 
don. The Aldersgate shop, however, was soon 
given up that both brothers might settle in 
Cambridge, where, in 1845, they also purchased 
the business of Mr. Stevenson at 1 Trinity 
Street. It was then that a partner was taken 
in, and the firm became Macmillan, Barclay & 
Macmillan until the retirement of Mr. Barclay, 
in 1850, when the style of Macmillan & Co. was 
adopted, a title which has been retained until 
to-day. The history of both brothers may be 
traced in Judge Hughes’s ‘‘Memoir” already 
referred to, and may be said to run parallel un- 
til the death of Daniel, in 1857. For many 
years after that event and during a period em- 
bracing a most rapid development of the busi- 
ness the burden of its management rested en- 
tirely upon Alexander Macmillan. 

In 1858, the year after Daniel Macmillan’s 
death, a branch house was opened at 23 Hen- 
rietta Street, Covent Garden, and in 1863 the 
headquarters of the firm were once more re- 
moved to London (16 Bedford Street, Covent 
Garden), the retail bookselling business at Cam- 
bridge remaining as an independent establish- 
ment, where it is still carried on under the name 
of Macmillan & Bowes. In1872a further move 
was made to the present handsome premises at 
29-30 Bedford Street, and, curiously enough, 
the three buildings in which the business has 
been carried on since the year after Daniel 
Macmillan’s death still stand within forty yards 
of each other. 
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In 1859 Mr. Macmillan founded Macmillan's 
Magazine, the first of the shilling monthlies, 
which, under the successive editorships of Pro- 
fessor David Masson, Sir George Grove, John 
Morley, and Mowbray Morris, has retained its 
position in the front rank of high-class literary 
periodicals. 

In 1863 he was appointed publisher to the Uni- 
versity of Oxford, and retained the post until 
October, 1880, when the delegates of the Uni- 
versity Press decided to dispense with a private 
publisher and took the management of their 
numerous publications into their own hands. 
But the University expressed its appreciation 
of Mr. Macmillan’s services, conferring on him 
the degree of Master of Arts honoris causé. 

Mr. Macmillan was among the first English 
publishers to recognize the value of an Ameri- 
can agency, and in 1859 appointed Messrs. 
Scribner & Welford to act as representatives 
for his firm. After his second visit to this 
country, in 1867, he considered the time ripe 
for the firm to have its own warehouse and rep- 
resentative on the spot. In 1869 Mr. George 
E. Brett was entrusted with the difficult mission 
of establishing a branch in New York, which 
was for five years located in Bleecker Street, in 
a store which had been vacated shortly before 
by Ticknor & Fields. Increasing business 
necessitated removals at different times tolarger 
quarters on Bond Street, Fourth Avenue, and, 
a few years ago, to their present quarters at 66 
Fifth Avenue. The wisdom of Mr. Macmillan’s 
move, and the sagacity in the choice of his 
representative, have been sufficiently proved by 
time. 

In 1869 Mr. Macmillan was so deeply im- 
pressed with the importance of natural science 
and its growing interest for the public that 
he established the weekly illustrated paper 
entitled Mature, which, under the editorship 
of J. Norman Lockyer, has become the ac- 
knowledged medium for the interchange of 
ideas among scientific students in all parts of 
the world. A few years previously the publi- 
cation of Prof. Huxley’s ‘‘ Physiology,” Sir 
Henry Roscoe’s ‘‘ Chemistry,” and books of 
that kind had laid the foundation for a long 
series of text-books, large and small, by emi- 
nent men ofscience. Mr. Macmillan, although 
remaining the senior partner and evincing 
warm interest in the affairs of the firm, did not 
take active part in the business after 1888. 

During a long and active career as a pub- 
lisher, Mr. Macmillan came into contact with 
the most eminent of literary men and divines of 
two generations, and knew a large proportion 
of them not only as his clients but as his per- 
sonal friends. Perhaps no publisher’s cata- 
logue contains the names of more authors 
who are world-famous, and the Macmillan im- 
print has been put on many monumental works 
oflearning. For many years he lived ina large, 
old-fashioned suburban house at Upper Toot- 
ing where he hospitably entertained a wide 
circle of friends and acquaintances. When 
circumstances made it desirable for him to move 
to London, instead of selling his house at Toot- 
ing he presented it to the diocese of Rochester 
with the idea that it should be used as a resi- 
dence for the suffragan bishop. The last few 
years of Mr. Macmillan’s life were spent be- 
tween his house in Portland Place and Bram- 
shott Chase, his pretty estate in Hampshire, 
not far from Haslemere, one of the homes of 





Tennyson, and near the residence of Prof. 
Huxley, with both of whom he was on the 
most delightful terms. 

The death of the head of the house leaves it 
in the hands of George Lillie Craik, whose first 
wife was Mrs. Dinah Mulock Craik,who entered 
the firm in 1865; Frederick Macmillan, sonof Mr. 
Daniel Macmillan, who was admitted in 1874; 
George Augustin Macmillan, son of Alexander 
Macmillan, who was admitted in 1879; and 
Maurice Macmillan, son of Daniel Macmil- 
lan, who has been a member of the firm since 
1883. Since 1890 the American branch has 
been on an independent basis, with George 
Platt Brett, son of the first representative of 
the house in this country, as resident Ameri- 
can partner. 


STEEL-ENGRAVING EFFECTS TO BE 
PRODUCED BY A PHOTOGRAPHIC 
PROCESS. 


AN invention which marks a great step for- 
ward in the art of photography has just been 
patented in this country and abroad by Herman 
Mendelssohn, of New York City. According to 
the New York Sum, ‘‘ It is a process of produc- 
ing a photograph so much like a steel engrav- 
ing that no one but an expert can tell the 
difference. Photographs by this new process 
contain the lines, dots, or stipples always found 
in steel engravings, and have the general soft- 
ness, roundness, and high lights of the engrav- 
er’s work, and all without impairing the likeness 
in the least. The process has so far been tried 





| only in photography, but the inventor is confi- 


dent that it can be used with equal success in 
lithography and photo-engraving. 

‘* The trade most threatened by the discovery 
is half-tone printing, which has itself already 
done much to injure the work of the engraver. 
The present process of photo-engraving, carried 
out by good workmen, brings out excellent re- 
sults, but there are very few photographers in 
the business who can appreciate and bring out 
all the fine points of the originals, and even 
these few are handicapped by the use of a 
screen, which causes an unpleasant effect in flat 
surfaces, which in a wood-block would have 
texture, background, and relief. In the effort 
to overcome this difficulty, which is a serious 
defect, even when the half-tone blocks are used 
on the slow presses of a magazine, recourse 
was had to running a tool through a line of 
dots to cut off such parts of the latter as might 
not be needed in the lights of a picture. Later, 
the application of the technique of the wood-cut 
was made to the half-tone plate, and the result 
was a great jump forward inthe work. The 
possibility of so treating the plates that the 
masses of light and shade as shown by 
the engraver’s art might be reproduced for the 
printing-press, with all the half-tone effects, 
seems to have been overlooked by lithogra- 
phers, photo-engravers, and photographers 
until Mr. Mendelssohn made his experiments. 

‘*The new process is simply an old idea 
newly applied, and so far has been used only 
in the reproduction of photographs taken in 
the ordinary way, with the line, dot, or stipple 
effect, which is the distinctive characteristic of 
fine steel engravings. The entire process is 
very simple from a photographer’s point of 
view, and consists principally of the use of a 
compond negative. Not only does it give the

effect of a fine steel engraving, but it may also 
be handled in such a way that different parts of 
a picture shall present a different effect. A 
face may be brought out in stipple, a dress 
may have a line effect, while a background 
may be a mass of cross hatching, in which all 
the lights and shades of a half-tone are given. 

‘*The process of making the new pictures is 
thus explained by Mr. Mendelssohn: An or- 
dinary dry plate is made into a negative, 
bearing the lines or dots intended for use 
in the finished picture, the object photographed 
being an engraved or etched plate of steel or 
copper. From this negative a print is made on 
paper, prepared under a special formula, the 
composition of the gelatine mixture and the 
sensitizing emulsion being the inventor’s se- 
cret. A portrait negative, made in the usual 
way, is coated with an emulsion of turpentine 
and resin, which is allowed todry. Then it is 
placed in cold water and the paper print is 
placed, film side down, on the film side of the 
negative, optical contact being assured by 
pressure. When the printed film has set and 
united with the film of the negative—a matter 
of a very few moments—the two are placed in 
water which is heated to about half the 
boiling temperature. This loosens the paper 
print and it may be drawn off. Then the 
negative, with its double film, may be washed, 
which will remove all the unaffected gelatine 
in the striped film, leaving that on which the 
light has acted inseparably connected with the 
film of the portrait negative. The result ex- 
pressed in technical terms, is ‘a compound 
negative composed of a reticulated, translucent, 
gelatinous coating, containing lines, dots, and 
stipples, and an original negative, to which 
such coating is intimately secured.’ 

‘* From this compound negative pictures are 
printed in the ordinary photographic way, on 
paper and other substances, and they show all 
the fineness of engravings, as, owing to the 
thinness of the reticulated film, which is really 
a part of the original negative, none of the de- 
tails or half-tones of the negative are lost by 
the transmission of light through it while 
printing. For the picture to contain a variety 
of engraving lines the film is attached to the 
negative in sections as may be deemed best, 
having first been produced in the manner de- 
scribed from original plates bearing the style 
of engraving it is desired to use. The same 
process has been utilized for the production of 
films which have more permanency than those 
intended for immediate use, and for this pur- 
pose they are fixed to a transfer paper pre- 
pared after a formula, which is alsoa part of 
the inventor’s secret. This transfer paper 
bearing the films is capable of standing trans- 
mission through the mails. A film may at any 
time be affixed to a negative to which it is de- 
sired to give the effect of an engraving, and 
the transfer paper being removed by washing, 
the film is an inseparable part of the negative, 
and the usual printing-out process follows. 

‘* The work of fitting out plates intended for 
submission to the stereotyping process for use 
in publications is done on the same general 
principle. The chief difficulty is todo it ina 
limited time—a difficulty which will have to be 
overcome before the invention will be of prac- 
tical use in stereotyping. The reticulated film 
is fixed ona plate of zinc instead of a photo- 
graphic negative, and is made after a different 


formula, so as to withstand the action of the 
acids used to etch out the lights of a newspaper 
picture. The plate after etching shows the 
fine work of an engraver in just the same man- 
ner as does the photographic print from the 
compound negative, and it is claimed that 
when the details of the process are all worked 
out the chief trouble of printing fine engravings 
by the present method, namely, the filling in 
of the fine lines by the soft inks used and the 
consequent loss of the half-tones, will been tire- 
ly obviated.” 





NEW POSTAL LAWS PROPOSED. 


REPRESENTATIVE Loup, of California, the 
Chairman of the House Committee on Post- 
Offices and Post Roads, is devoting his atten- 
tion to the second-class mail matter abuse 
which has been so frequently denounced by 
Post-Office authorities and others. He says 
the Government is losing not less than $5,000,- 
000 annually as a result of carrying through 
the mails a certain class of publications to 
which is given the benefit of a second-class 
rate when it belongs properly in the third class, 
He has introduced a bill to correct the evil. 

Mr. Loud says the original intent of the 
present law was to admit only newspapers and 
magazines published for the dissemination of 
knowledge to the privileges of the second-class 
rate. 

The purpose of Mr. Loud’s bill is to elim- 
inate from the benefit of the second-class 
rate matter of this kind and to classify it as 
third-class matter, paying 8 cents a pound. It 
is also proposed to include within reasonable 
limits newspapers that are issued primarily for 
the purpose of advertising. The last annual 
report of the Postmaster-General shows that 
the cost of carrying and handling second-class 
matter for the past fiscal year was $21,225,000. 
The Government received for this service 
$2,653,000, leaving a net loss of nearly $19,- 
000,000.. 

Mr. Loud has also another bill allowing the 
transportation of certain free matter through 
the mails by freight. This refers to govern- 
ment publications and such merchandise as the 
different post-offices of the country use and 
which are now sent by them through the mails. 





A. D. F. RANDOLPH & CO. RETIRE 
FROM THE RETAIL BUSINESS. 


A.D.F. RANDOLPH & Co., intending hereafter 
to conduct a publishing house only, have dis- 
posed of their retail book and stationery de- 
partments to the American Baptist Publication 
Society of Philadelphia. The New York agency 
of the American Baptist Publication Society, 
under the competent management of Mr. T. E. 
Schulte, has taken possession of the Randolph 
store at 182 Fifth Avenue, and will continue the 
retail departments on the same general lines 
as they have heretofore been conducted by 
their predecessors. 

The change is not quite unexpected. The 
junior member of the firm has long had charge 
of the publishing department, while the retail 
business has been under the personal supervis- 
ion of Mr. Randolph, Senior. The firm will 
take temporary quarters on the first floor of the 
building at 149 Fifth Avenue, N. E. corner of 
21st Street. 
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THE BOOKSELLERS’ LEAGUE. 


Tue ‘‘Ladies’ Night” of the Booksellers’ 
League, held at Hardman Hall, on the even- 
ing of the 17th ult., proved an entire success. 
The hall was crowded by the members and 
their families and friends. Among the invited 
guests were ‘* Max O’Rell” and Stephen C. 
Massett, the author of ‘‘ Drifted About, or, 
what Jeems Pipes of Pipesville saw and did.” 

The feature of the evening was Major James 
B. Pond’s lecture, ‘‘ Twenty Years a Dealer in 
Brains.” The lecturer's remarks were illus- 
trated with stereopticon views of the people of 
whom he talked. By way of introduction he 
explained that what led him ultimately to in- 
vest in brains was that he was told when a boy 
on his father’s farm in Wisconsin, by an older 
friend, to always associate with men from 
whom he could learn something. Autobio- 
graphically speaking, he said he became a 
tramp printer and finally reached Salt Lake 
City, where he assisted in starting the first 
Gentile newspaper in Utah. This was soon 
after the war, and at that time Ann Eliza, 
youngest wife of Brigham Young, was con- 
verted by a Methodist preacher, whom, with 
his wife, she had taken to board. She re- 
vealed the whole story of polygamy to Chief 
Justice McKean. She appeared before Congress, 
and Major Pond took her afterwards on a lect- 
ure tour, and in two years she made $20,000. 

Thus started, Major Pond went on for nearly 
two hours, throwing upon the canvas over one 
hundred portraits of statesmen, artists, musi- 
cians, authors, orators, critics, and other promi- 
nent characters, with some of whom he had 
been and with others of whom he had not been 
professionally connected, expressing opinions, 
estimating their successes in their respective 
lines of life-work, and relating incidents and 
anecdotes in the lives of all. 

The next meeting of the League will be on 
February 21, the feature of which, as now ar- 
ranged, will be a discussion of what may be 
called, for want of a settled title, ‘‘ The Trials 
of Buying and Selling Books,” on which it is 
expected that Josiah C. Pumpelly, a well- 
known bibliophile, will speak from the buyer’s, 
and members of the League are expected to 
speak from the seller’s point of view. It 
promises to be both instructive and amusing, 
as it is understood that Mr. Pumpelly will 
handle the book clerk without gloves. The 
discussion should prove of benefit to both par- 
ties—the faulty clerk will see himself as others 
see him, while the ‘“‘cranky” and oftentimes 
ill-informed bookbuyer may be also brought to 
see the ‘‘ error of his way.” 





OBITUARY NOTES. 


Lorp LEIGHTON, until recently Sir Frederick 
Leighton, the eminent English artist, died in 
London January 25. He was born in Scar- 
borough, December 3, 1830. He was chosen 
President of the Royal Academy in 1878, which 
position he held until his death. 

SIR Jos—epH BARNBy, the English musician, 
principal of the Guildhall School of Music, died 
in London, January 28. He was born in York, 
August 12, 1838. He composed a number of 
pieces, notably an oratorio, ‘‘ Rebekah”; a mo- 
tet, ‘King All Glorious”; and a number of 
lesser productions. Among his part songs 

Sweet and Low” will probably live longest. 








NOTES ON AUTHORS. 


GEORGE Moor: is writing a novel of convent 
life entitled ‘‘ Evelyn Innes.” 

E. W. Bok claims that it is ‘‘ authoritatively 
stated” that Du Maurier has accepted $50,000 
for all rights—serial and book— in all countries 
for his new novel. 


BEATRICE HARRADEN’S new novel of California 
life is called ‘‘ Hilda Stafford,” and will appear 
in Blackwood's Magazine early this year. She is 
at work upon some other stories of California 
life. 

Mary E. TuTTIE?, otherwise ‘‘Maxwell Grey,” 
author of ‘‘ The Silence of Dean Maitland,” 
lives in the Isle of Wight, and is, according to 
the New York 7ridune, ‘‘a hopeless invalid, 
ever confined to her sofa.” 

THE first instalment of Conan Dayle’s new 
story, entitled ‘‘ Rodney Stone,”’ appeared in 
the January number of the Strand Magazine. 
The scene is laid in the England of the Regency 
—the period from 1811 to 1820. 


THE wrangle over the English authors’ peace 
message, which was to be sent to this country, 
and which was at the last moment withdrawn, 
owing to the unfriendly action of the Commit- 
tee of Management of the Society of Authors, 
threatens to disrupt that organization unless 
better and more calm counsel prevails. 


Ever since the first chapters of the ‘‘ Personal 
Recollections of Joan of Arc” appeared in 
Harper's Magazine there have been guesses in 
private and public as to who the author might 
be. The majority have been in favor of Mark 
Twain. Thecorrectness of this guess seems to 
be confirmed by the announcement of the 
publishers of the ‘‘ National Cyclopedia of 
American Biography,” that in the vith volume, 
containing a biography of Mark Twain, enu- 
merates the ‘‘ Personal Recollections of Joan of 
Arc” among the humorist’s writings. We 
doubt whether the publishers of the ‘‘ Recollec- 
tions’ will ever reveal the author’s name. The 
author is said to be a prominent one, who be- 
lieves the ‘‘ Personal Recollections” to be his 
or her masterpiece, and who is waiting for 
final judgment from the public before acknowl- 
edging the work. If the consensus of opinion 
among intelligent readers should indorse his or 
her own, it is highly probable that the author- 
ship will be fully revealed. Otherwise it will 
continue to be kept a secret. 


ANATOLE FRANCE has been elected to the 
chair inthe Academy which, it is understood, 
was last occupied by Ferdinandde Lesseps. M. 
France is one of the most charming of modern 
French writers, whose poetry, criticism, and 
work in fiction have all been of the highest or- 
der. M. France is the son of a Jewish biblio- 
phile, who was librarian to the Senate. His 
real name was Thibaut. He was born in 1844 
in an old house on the Quai Malaquais. In his 
famous novel, ‘‘ The Crime of Sylvestre Bon- 
nard,” is to be found a description not only of 
this house, but of the author’s childhood. He 
early entered journalism. Some of his first 
verses appeared in the Parnasse Contemporain, 
for in those days he had the heresy of Mendes 
and Coppée. He published four volumes of 
verse. His chief renown, however, has been won 
as a novelist. Subtle, delicate, exquisite, ‘‘ The 
Crime of Sylvestre Bonnard” is one of those 
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books which one reads again and again with 
fresh delight. Hardly less charming are those 
early books of his, ‘‘ Les Desirs de Jean Ser- 
vien” and ‘‘Jocaste et le Chat Maigre.” 


KARL VON DEINEs, writing of ‘‘Stepniak”’ 
in the New York Zvening Post, says: ‘‘ For 
many years this man’sreal name was unknown 
to the public, and even to this day there are 
many curious errors concerning it. The day 
after his death I saw an obituary sketch of 
him in a leading English paper, which stated 
that he was really Sergius Michael Drago- 
manoff, and it related the story of his earlier 
life as such. The fact is Dragomanoff was a 
very different man, a college professor, who 
died in Sophia, Bulgaria, nearly a year ago. 
Others say that ‘ Stepniak’s’ identity has 
never been disclosed. That, too, is a gross er- 
ror. Five or six years ago he threw off the 
veil of secrecy, and let it be known to all who 
cared to know it that his true name was Serge 
Michael Kravchinsky. ‘Stepniak’ was born 
in the Ukraine about forty-three years ago, 
and was educated for a military career. He 
served, indeed, for some time in the artillery. 
In the army he began his propagandist efforts 
on behalf of the wretched millions of the 
Ukraine. He was arrested in 1874 on sus- 
picion while so engaged. On his way to prison 
he escaped and made his wayto Odessa. Dur- 
ing 1875 and 1876 he was in St. Petersburg, 
where he organized the escape of Prince 
Kropotkin. In 1877 he went to Geneva, which 
he left to go to Paris and afterward to London.” 
**It is an open secret,”’ says the London Pudé- 
lishers’ Circular, ‘‘that Stepniak collaborated 
with Hesba Stretton in the production of ‘ The 
Highway of Sorrow.’ This work, which has 
met with a very wide welcome in this country, 
is a novel based on the ‘ Stundists,’ a religious 
body in Russia which has suffered greatly 
from persecution.”

J. PARKER WHITE, for some years with Dodd, 
Mead & Co., has severed his connection with 
that firm and entered the employ of Brannworth, 
Munn & Barber, printers and bookbinders, of 
Brooklyn. Mr. White entered the employ of 
Dodd, Mead & Co. in 1876, and after remaining 
with them seven years founded the firm of White 








& Stokes, which became White, Stokes & Allen, 
and, after the retirement of Messrs. White and 
Allen in 1887, Frederick A. Stokes & Brother, 
and finally the Frederick A. Stokes Company, 
In 1887 Mr. White and Frank Allen formed the 
firm of White & Allen, with quarters at 32 
Great Jones Street.

THE CENTURY Co. has arranged with General 
Horace Porter for the publication in Zhe Cen- 
tury Magazine of his personal reminiscences of 
General Grant during the war. The papers 
consist of General Porter’s memoirs of his inter- 
course with the great commander, both in the 
line of duty as his staff officer and as a friend 
who shared his confidence to the end of his life. 
From the beginning of the intimacy General 
Porter made notes of important conversations 
bearing on military acts, and of the recollections 
and anecdotes which, contrary to his reputation 
as a silent man, were characteristic of Grant's 
moments of relaxation.
